Q. Recently 1 obtained em­ 
ployment as a waitress. After 
working for several weeks 1 
was approached by my employ­ 
er and asked to submit a re­ 
port of tips 1 received. Is a 
report required and if so, why? 
A. A11 tips you i ere i ve a re 
subject to Federal income tax. 
( ash tips that y<»u receive 
amounting to $20.00 or more 
in a month while working for 
any one employer arc subject 
to withholding of income tax 
and social security tax. You 
must report tips of $20.00 or 
more received in a month to 
your employer on or before 
the 10th day of the following 
m* nth. Your report to your 
employer may not cover a 
period longer than one calen­ 
dar month. However, your 
employer may require more 
frequent reports to coincide 
with the payroll period he 
uses. In this case, your report 
may be made on the dates set 
by your employer. He then 
deducts the withholding for 
income and social security 
taxes 
from 
your 
regular 
wages. Your form W-2, Wage 
and Tax Statement, issued 
to you after the close of the 
year will reflect your tip in­ 
come and taxes withheld. 
You may want to use IRS 
Form 4070A to compile daily 
tip income and Form 4070 to 


make the report to your em­ 
ployer. If your employer «loes 
rod have these forms, you 
may obtain them free at the 
nearest IRS office. 


(|. What state and local tax­ 
es or fees are not deductible on 
a Federal income tax return? 
A. Motor vehicle taxes, poll 
or capitation taxes, inheri­ 
tance, legacy, succession, gift, 
cigarette, tobacco, and alco­ 
holic beverage taxes are not 
deductible. However, personal 
property taxes assessed on a 
m< iti> r v eh i c 1 e arc d e< 1 u ct i b 1 e. 
Fees or charges such as 
those imposed for a driver’s 
license, an auto inspection, 
dog tags, hunting or fishing li- 
censes, 
marria ge 
1 icenges, 
bridge or road tolls, fines, col­ 
lateral deposits, water hills, 
sewerage and other service 
charges, and parking meter 
deposits, except those incur­ 
red as a business expense, are 
not deductible.

SUMMER WINDS 
The energy crisis generated 
power-filled, new* ideas.. Like 
windmills. 
I.ate 
last summer 
the 
president of a power company 
on. a. tiny island off the Rhode 
Island coast —Block Island - 
learned that diesel oil for the 
generators would be in short 
supply soon. His solution.? Build 
windmills! 
The power company is now 
building six giant windmills, 
with blades as big as city buses. 
The blades themselves have 
to be capable of withstanding 
wind speeds of up to 156 miles 
per hour. Hopes are that the 
windwills will be operational as 
early as 1975 and supply ing 76 
per cent of the island's power 
needs. 
The population on the island 
peaks in summer to 7,000 
people. Winds average about 13 
miles per hour during the 
summer 
and 
twice 
that 
during winter. The power 
company says it will probably 
be cheaper to build the wind­ 
mills than a conventional oil- 
burning station with the same 
generating capacity 
The president of the company, 
Henry Hutchinson. Says, “You 
know*, this really isn’t that far 
out There used to be si x-and-a - 
half million windmills in the 
Midwest up until about 1935 
when the government made 
people give them up to en- 
cou rage electr i heat ion That 
just about ran the windmill 
industry out of the country." 
Windmills may or may not 
regain their lost prominence 
But they certainly are one way 
to create clean energy.

According to a story recently

CYPRUS AND U.S. POLICY 
It can hardly be said that the American policy of “hands 
off" on Cyprus has proved effective. Greece lies 
humiliated and a wave of anti-Americanism is sweeping 
the country. The new government in Athens has angrily 
pulled its troops from NATO. The .headstrong Turks, 
initially advancing with Washington's merely mild 
disapproval, are still pressing their m ilitary advantage on 
the island. And now United States Ambassador to Cyprus 
Rodger Davies has been assassinated during a demon­ 
stration by Greek Cypriots in a dreadful act of vengeance 
against the United States. 


Washington clearly saw some benefits to be gained 
from Turkey’s unrestrained resort to force. 


Archbishop Makarios, who dallied with the Com­ 
munists, has been removed from the scene Cyprus has 
come more firmly under the aegis of Turkey, which is 
more important to the NATO alliance than Greece, and 
Turkey’s redress of the military balance on Cyprus has 
laid the basis for a better political solution there. 
Rut the price of letting events take their course has been 
high. As the situation worsens, Washington is getting 
tougher in its diplomatic stance. It has sent conciliatory 
messages to Athens, and Defense Secretary Schlesinger 
has warned the Turks against using their superiority to 
drive the Greeks "into a corner," indicating also 'the U.S. 
will reassess its provision of miliatary and economic aid 
to Turkey . 
Whether there is bite behind the growl rem ains to be 
seen. While it is doubtful that a cut-off of aid to Turkey at 
an earlier stage would have done any good, 
we 
nonetheless believe that strong sanctions are in order. 


The urgent im perative is to get all parties back to 
Geneva to start negotiating. Greece, with its wounded 
pride, refuses to return in a weak bargaining position, and 
because the U.S. has lost its credit in Athens it is only in a 
position to pressure the Turks, who now have Cyprus at 
their mercy. 


Washington should exert its influence to induce Ankara 
to give up some of the territory seized on Cyprus as a 
gesture to the Greeks. Presumably the Turks are pressing 
forward with a view to yielding the new land grabs as a 
concession in Geneva and still keeping their earlier gains, 
It must be impressed on them that they cannot cling to 
everything because this would only plunge Cyprus into a 
tragic guerrilla war. 


By its gentle diplomacy as Turkish forces slashed 
across the top third of Cyprus, the United States has 
gained political leverage in Ankara. It is to be hoped that 
leverage will now be fully exploited.

State wide lottery again hit 
the headlines, with both sup­ 
porters and opponents com­ 
menting 
An interim legislative study 
comm.it tee 
had 
proposed 
revoking the constitutional ban 
to 
gain 
funds 
for 
highway 
maintenance and mass trans­ 
portation needs. The Indiana 
Association of Chiefs of Police 
recommended approval of a 
state lottery 
to fund 
police 
pensions, having been unable to 
increase cigarette tax for that 
purpose. 
Secretary 
of 
State 
Larry A. Conrad proposed a 
state lottery as a means of 
raising revenue for education 
pensions and other needed 
programs. 
George Cline of the Indiana 
Truckers Association said his 
organization would oppose this 
means of raising funds for the 
highways. Governor Otis Bowen 
appeared cool 
to 
the 
idea, 
although admitting he probably 
would have “no voice" in such 
legislation. It would take a 
minimum, of five years to gain 
approval. 


The 
Indiana 
Council 
of 
Churches is on record as against 
a lottery. The Indiana Farm 
Bureau "opposes any move to 
legalize pari-mutuel betting or 
any kind of gambling in Indiana. 
Attorney General Theodore L. 
Sendak has been opposed to 
legalized gambling and recently 
offered to share a new book with 
newsmen. It was prepared by 
the 
prestigeous 
National 
Science Foundation and makes 
a complete study of the "im pact 
of legalized gambling and the 
socioeconomic consequences of 
lotteries and off-track betting." 


The only form of gambling 
prohibited by the Constitution in 
Indiana is a lottery. Other forms 
of gambling are covered by 
statutes, and could be changed 
without 
the 
long 
delay. 
However, Hoosiers disapproved 
pari-mutuel betting in a voter 
referendum in 1%B. Jack R. 
Clem ents of C raw fordsville, 
president of the police chiefs 
group believes the .situation has 
changed. 


Clements said: “Ten years 
ago, it would not have been 
approved, but things have 
changed and today it would."

The Continental Congress 
ran four to support the war, with 
the fiist doing well, and the 
other three unsuccessful. By 
1832, Philadelphia had 200 of­ 
fices selling tickets on 420 dif­ 
ferent schemes. From 1790 to 
the Civil War, lotteries were 
used by 50 colleges , 300 schools 
of lower learning, and 200 for 
church support. 
In 1963, 
New H am pshire 
became the first to approve a 
state conducted lottery, with 
tickets sold in state controlled 
alcoholic beverage stores. Two 
drawings were held each year, 
with the profits going to support 
education. The state has no 
income tax, and 60 per cent of 
the income is from revenue on 
liquor, tobacco, beer and horse 
racing. Revenue fell short of 
expectations. They have 55 full 
time and 15 part time em ­ 
ployees. 
New York requires 365 em ­ 
ployees to run the lottery, and 
spends $1,750,000 on advertising. 
They receive $58.5 million a 
year 
incom e, 
representing 
sixtenths of a per cent of the 
state’s income 
Surveys disclose that pur­ 
chase of tickets is about the 
same regardless of family in­ 
come. However, it represents a 
higher portion of the lower in­ 
come family’s funds, making it 
a “regressive” form of tax. 
Legalized gambling does not 
significantly reduce illegal 
gambling. Revenue has fallen 
short of expectations in each of 
the II state run lotteries. Some 
30 states license pari-mutuel

WATERFLOODING: A Second Chance 


Although most of Indiana’s oilfields can

barrels and currently am ounts to mi ore 
than 2,600,000 barrels a year.
